Berlin.—The special correspondent, 
of a Berlin newspaper quotes the 
Vostoschui Vcsnek, a journal pub¬ 
lished in tiie Far East, as authority 
for tiie statement that Paul Lessar, 
Russian Minister to China, has con¬ 
cluded a treaty with China which 
gives Russia practical control of 
Manchuria, although under a nominal 
Chinese government. Russia under¬ 
takes to conduct any war arising with 
a third party because of the new 
treaty. 

The treaty provides that the ap¬ 
pointment. and dismissal of the Gov¬ 
ernor-General and commander-in¬ 
chief of the prefects in Manchuria 
shall lie effected by the Chinese gov¬ 
ernment, in agreement with tiie Rus¬ 
sian diplomatic representatives. The 
Chinese troops stationed in the three 
provinces of Manchuria shall be un¬ 
der Russian control, but, if the Chi¬ 
nese soldiers are incapable of main¬ 
taining order and suppressing brigan¬ 
dage, Russia is to have the right of 
using her own troops to this end.
